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Thoughts Industrial Climate 


WEATHER and the condition business are two 
the most popular conversation topics the United States. 
Climate—the long-term phase weather—has also become 
increasingly important topic discussion since the ad- 
vent vacations for just about everybody. Its popularity has 
increased, particularly since the inauguration air travel 
and travel bureau advertising that plays the joyous ex- 
periences awaiting the vacationist retiree climate 
that differs from that his own home town state. The 
reasons for the popularity these topics dealing with our 
physical environment and material welfare seem all too 
obvious warrant discussion. 


Although man has found that cannot much about 
changing the physical weather and climate, continues 
damn praise whatever comes his way. “Industrial 
Climate,” which can controlled, even more important 
highly industrialized states than physical climate. 
important because affects income just poor 
good weather affects the income farmers, retailers and 
number other business enterprises. Yet, with all its eco- 
nomic implications for everybody, the majority citizens 
show little interest discussing the status industrial 
climate except after large employer leaves the community 
because poor climate. Fewer, still, have shown willing- 
ness help produce good “industrial climate.” 


the early beginnings industrial enterprise when 
agriculture was the chief source income, Connecticut 
legislators offered outright grants and low taxes induce- 
ments for industrial expansion. But recent years, since 
industry has become the state’s chief producer wealth, 
the burden continuing effort create good industrial 
climate has been borne industrial management and their 
spokesmen organizations. indeed ironical that manu- 
facturing industry, which made the United States leading 
world power and saved freedom for her people World 
Wars and II, now receives less encouragement local, 
state and national levels than any other wealth-producing 
segment our society. 


What are some the most important elements 
that must present produce good industrial 
climate? 

Since the term “industrial climate” abstract, must 
stated that contains both concrete and psychological 
factors. climate attractive industry created when 
the following seven conditions exist: 

The area (local and state) must really enthusiastic 
about wanting industrial development rather than being 
divided for and against industry. 

The area must favor permanence and growth pro- 
viding facilities necessary healthy expansion the area. 

The area must provide adequately for forward-looking 
planning and zoning. 

The taxes industry the area must reasonable 
and sound and likely remain that way for the foreseeable 
future. 

Constructive and productive relations must exist be- 
tween industry and the community. 

Local and state officials must demonstrate friendly 
attitude toward industry and business. 

Prospective employees the area must have demon- 
strated their willingness perform reasonable work 
for fair pay. 


How does your community measure with the 
foregoing yardstick good industrial climate? 


the local climate below par condition areas num- 


bers and you may conclude that local officials are 
blame. the local industrial climate below par be- 
cause conditions numbers and are not being met, you 
may conclude that both officials and the people the com- 
munity, including many their leaders, are fault. 
condition number does not measure up, the chances are 
that union leadership the area non-cooperative. 


some instances, “laying the facts” before local officials 
may successful improving conditions itemized under 
numbers and and but more often the remedy lies 
the long-range education the local citizenry. Sensitive 
they are the pressure public opinion, local officials 
will tend admit privately that they are unable take 
constructive action behalf industry because their con- 
stituents are opposed such action. Constituent opposition 
due misinformation about how reach common goals 
for the good all people the community. therefore 
imperative that misinformation about industry must 
overcome truthful information about the contributions 
industry toward the desired goals citizens the com- 
munity. Regardless where the immediate blame for poor 
industrial climate placed—at the door officials, 
community leaders, union leaders, the citizens themselves 
powerful educational campaign all levels will 
required improve the climate. 


How does the Connecticut area measure 
your opinion? 


While opinions vary the quality the overall in- 
dustrial climate Connecticut, the majority industrial 
management will testify that many regulatory measures and 
tax increases, effect and threatened, have deteriorated the 
state’s industrial climate. The constant pressure outdo 
competitive states the fields social legislation, costly 
industry without other compensating factors, such 
the lowering taxes unincorporated business and corp- 
and the exclusion the sales tax from production 
machinery and tools and materials used research, remains 
real threat future industrial growth the state. 


Since our elected state representatives and appointed office 
holders are even more sensitive than local officials the 
expressed public opinion their constituents, concerted 
educational program required Congressional and Sena- 
torial Districts just needed the community level 
improve the industrial climate. 


Lemuel Boulware, vice president, General Electric 
Company, speaking recent meeting the Associated 
Industries New York, made the following points perti- 
nent the improvement industrial climate:

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Purchasing Agents 
Are Changing the Art Selling 


FRANK KLEILER 


New sales techniques are required convince the modern purchasing 
agent who uses cool, analytical methods determine what and when 
buy. Expansive personalities and high pressure selling fail impress this 
relatively new management official whose job becoming more and more 


important American industry. 


the best salesman the world 
tried make sale the best pur- 
chasing agent the world, would the 
two champions any business? 

The answer “yes” you believe 
what you read the dozens new 
books selling published annually. 

The answer only “maybe” you 
believe the rarer books buying. 

Even the masters selling and 
purchasing did not make deal, such 
meeting would provide classic 
story the how-to-do-it literature 
modern business. Although less excit- 
ing than bouts between wrestlers and 
boxers, might interesting show- 
down between psychology and eco- 
nomics. 

The functions selling and pur- 
chasing are complementary. One can- 
not exist without the other, but they 
are different night and day. 
review the training materials for 
both kinds specialists leaves neu- 
tral observer wondering how these two 
parts the industrial mechanism mesh 
gears often they do.

talented salesman, course, does 
not believe that merchandise sells itself. 
Fortified with “inner pressure” 
sales manager’s pep-talk, 
first “sells himself.” establishes 
friendly relationship with the pros- 
pect. builds atmosphere, expands 
the self-regard, and inspires 
trust and confidence. the time 
gets around discussing products and 
prices, already far along toward 
clinching the sale. least that’s the 
impression given most the 
writers. selling. 

expert purchasing agent, how- 
ever, coldly calculating analyst 
materials, prices, and inventory. 
overshadow facts and figures. The 
buyer’s expertise consists cutting 
through the sales hoopla and obtaining 
the most appropriate materials and 
equipment for his company exactly 
the right time the lowest possible 
price. theory, least, will find 


the best buy whether there salesman 


dealing with the world’s best 
purchasing agent, the champion sales- 
man’s expertise persuader presum- 


ably will wasted. The product must 
stand its merits alone. Economics, 
rather than psychology, will determine 
whether they reach deal. 

In. other words, the buyer really 
knows his business, salesman with 
dead pan and bad manners should 
well the go-getter with the 
warm handshake, self-confidence and 
big smile. The best salesman, from 
the expert buyer’s viewpoint, only 
sort walking encyclopedia which has 
been endowed with the authority 
negotiate prices and expedite or- 
ders after they have been given. 

Buying old process selling, 
but occupation specialized 
management function relatively 
new. has been less studied, less 
publicized, less glamorized and less 
appreciated than selling. While the 
salesmen have been winning the glory 

and bonuses) for bringing the 

usiness which every organization 
needs before can afford much 
buying, the purchasing agents have 
been struggling inconspicuously for 
status. 

the evolution business the 
salesman preceded the purchasing agent 
several centuries. Their prototypes 
—the merchants who bought and sold 
spices, jewels, silks, and other com- 
modities couple thousand years 
ago around Mediterranean shores— 
both functions simultan- 
eously. This ‘still true among modern 
shop keepers businessmen engaged 
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running small establishments. 
firms grow, however, their normal pat- 
tern one adding full-time sales- 
men the organization while the 
owner retains the purchasing function. 
When the purchasing function becomes 
too onerous for the owner, segments 
are delegated scattered execu- 
tives clerks. company may ac- 
quire several full-time salesmen long 
before acquires single full-time 
purchasing agent. Purchasing oc- 
cupation thus has evolved with big 
business. 

Because this growth pattern, the 
specialized job purchasing only 
about century old, and its recognition 
important segment the man- 
agement hierarchy did not come until 
this generation. Surveys show, how- 
ever, that centralized purchasing exists 
now more than per cent the 
manufacturing firms doing more than 
million dollars business annually. 
More than per cent all the ma- 
terials and supplies used industry 
are obtained through purchasing de- 
partments. The trend toward more 
and more buying experts. 

The men who run America’s small 
business are learning what the men 
who run America’s giant corporations 
have known for long time—that one 
top-notch purchasing agent may 
worth more than dozen average sales- 
men. keep production and costs 
down, the right materials must 
hand the time and place needed. 
Failure the quantity quality ma- 
terials for production may lose firm 
more sales one month than the most 
aggressive sales force can win back 


year. Moreover, costs and margins 
being what they are today, saving 
per cent purchasing often 
equal the profit from per cent 
increase sales. these facts 
modern business life—together with 
the lessons learned from World War 
when production was controlled 
how much raw material could ob- 
tained rather than how much 
the finished products could sold 
—which have elevated the purchasing 


agent higher levels respect 
management circles. 

the purchasing agent becomes 
big wheel modern corporation, 
the salesmen doing business with that 
corporation need revise their tech- 
niques. Playing golf with the vice- 
presidents waste time when com- 
pany purchases are controlled buyers 
using market studies, scientific analysis 
materials, and objective price com- 
parisons. What good does for 
salesman flatter the wife 
cocktail party when the firm’s pur- 
chase decisions are determined in- 
ventory controls, specifications, com- 
petitive bids, and other devices em- 
ployed systematic purchasing de- 
partment? 

There still large place modern 
business for salesmen with wide con- 
tacts, membership dozen clubs and 
fraternal organizations, pleasing per- 
sonalities, and charming wives. 

the upper strata big business, 
however, the old-time salesman with 
the expansive personality and expense 
account becoming obsolete carica- 
ture. There once was time when 
man with sales ability could learn 
the job all needed know about 
his product, his competitors’ products, 
and the prospects’ needs; but expert 
purchasing agent nowadays may know 
much about the salesman’s products 
and competitors the salesman knows. 
selecting his sales staff, therefore, 
manufacturer who aims sell the 
larger firms more likely prefer 
men with graduate degrees engi-

The Will Conform 
Now Dominant 


Here, microcosm, the whole 
story the sickening fear that has sup- 
pressed the will free among too 
many present-day Americans. The will 
conform now seems much more 
powerful than the will free. This 
trend has been brilliantly delineated 
William Whyte, Jr., his 
book, “The Organization Man.” And 
nowhere the trend more marked, 
says Mr. Whyte, than among present- 
day students. his book, says:

not practical matter. wonder 
any them ever read this quotation 
from Somerset Maugham: 

“If nation values anything more 
than freedom, will lose its freedom. 
And values either comfort 
money more than freedom, will lose 
that, too.” 

Mr. view today’s students 
confirmed many others. Any 
can confirm with our own observa- 
tions. Stanley Kunitz, visiting profes- 


sor English Queens College, New 
York, recently confirmed this way: 

cautious, wanting above all—so well- 
conditioned are they the prevailing 
social climate—to buy security for 
themselves the full knowledge that 
the price conformity.” 

This raises obvious question. Why 
nobody teaching them that there 
security without freedom? The most 
poignant lesson all history that 
people who give freedom for se- 
curity lose both. 

all fairness, must point out that 
there are people the academic world 
still trying teach that lesson. These 
people are discouraged, but not de- 
feated. 

Many you here remem- 
ber book Professor Samuel 
Stouffer Harvard which serialized 
LOOK. was based survey 
which showed that amazingly high 
percentage Americans not believe 
freedom speech—or almost any 
other kind freedom—for those who 
disagree with them. 


Students and Teachers 
Bill Rights Provisions 


Professor Raymond Mack 
Northwestern University, alarmed over 
the Stouffer survey, set about dis- 
own. made questionnaire com- 
posed entirely sentences taken from 
the Bill Rights, but didn’t reveal the 
source. then presented these ques- 
tions groups college students. 
discovered that 92% the students 
could not identify the source the 
questions. More than out stu- 
dents rejected the double jeopardy pro- 
vision, and 44% disagreed with the 
Fifth Amendment provisions. 

Answers given lower classmen 
were almost identical those given 
seniors. The results were startling. 
was obvious that the students knew 
nothing about the Bill Rights and 
cared less. But what about the teachers? 
Surely they would have some knowl- 
edge and understanding the basic 
principles upon which our freedoms 
are founded. Professor Mack took his 
questionnaire groups teachers. 
The answers were almost exactly the 
same those given students. Stu- 
dents. and teachers polled were from 
small schools well large, from 
private schools well 
schools. Social background, religious 
preference, economic bracket and age 
level made little difference. 

Prof. Robert McGinnis the Uni- 
versity Wisconsin analyzed this sur- 
vey and summed this way: 

“The finding means simply that, 
from social psychological viewpoint, 
there such thing the Bill 


Rights American political philos- 
ophy. Among our students, and, 
God help us, among our teachers too, 
there basic philosophy consti- 
tutional liberties. Facts can 
transmitted only those who know 
the facts. Beliefs can taught only 
believers.” 

The situation these professors 
fraught with real danger all us. 


Where Danger Lies 


Where then does this danger 
America lie? lies, unfortunately, 
the vast number good, decent, law- 
abiding citizens who consider them- 
selves “good who 
not stand behind the basic principles 
our freedom, who not really trust 
the Constitution and the first ten 
amendments it—the Bill Rights. 

These good people are not know- 
ingly disloyal. They are not poisoned 
by, committed to, “alien ideologies.” 
They have just never understood the 
nature freedom, nor the principles 
which protect and keep strong. 

Our country exists free nation 
only because the principles which 
are committed and the laws which 
translate those principles into govern- 
ing rules. These principles are plainly 
stated the Constitution and the Bill 
Rights. 

part supporting it. deny freedom 
undermine it. Without deep con- 
victions our people about freedom, 
democracy can become pleasant word 
that used disguise anti-democratic 
(and therefore subversive) practices— 
Our our courts, our 
communities. 

The Russians claim have con- 
stitution which grants freedom its 
people. But the Soviet Union the 
constitution only collection 
words paper. The Russian people 
have neither freedom, nor civil liber- 
ties, nor protection from the power 
their rulers. 


Test Freedom 


The truest test freedom this: 
what happens people who disagree 
with the majority the prevailing 
“respectable” mood? The way which 
society treats its minorities and its 
individuals the true test its free- 
dom. And minorities mean minorities 
ideas. minority may aggregate 
1,000, 100, 10, The more 
dislike what they say, the more 
can test our faith freedom. How 
treat them?

estimated that there are 
2,000,000 salesmen America, not 
counting the clerks and order-takers 
who work behind retail store counters 
handle the mail and telephone calls 
wholesale houses. These 2,000,000 
salesmen buy about 1,000,000 books 
annually how sell. Additionally, 
they are given more training, more 
pep-talks, and more incentives suc- 
ceed than any other category busi- 
ness specialist. 

With salesmen becoming more ex- 
pert the art persuasion, the small 
businessman nowadays more vulner- 
able than any time his history.

Even 
has plenty native sales resistance, 
the small businessman lacks the time 
and know-how the professional full- 
time buyer. 

The shopkeeper small manufac- 
turer needs take good introspective 
look himself. Does buy one 
brand over another because favors 
the first salesman reach Does 
give the order the firm which 
remembers him with 
Christmas gift? Does have trouble 
saying “no” lodge brothers his 
wife’s nephew? Are purchases affected 
the salesman’s joke, manners, the 
cut his clothes, expense accounts, 
the way the salesman combs his 
hair? the answer any such ques- 
tions “yes,” the chances are that the 
businessman needs revamp his whole 
approach the purchasing function; 
and probably un- 
economical area where system 
and economy often make the difference 
between profit and loss.

What the effect seniority 
accumulated foreman when 
returned the bargaining unit? 


The contract contained clause that 
employee transferred job out- 
side the unit would continue ac- 
cumulate seniority and the event 
returned the bargaining unit, 
his seniority should the accumula- 
tion the time employed while 
was the unit plus the time was 
employed outside the unit. One the 
employees worked for number 
years certain production job. After 
about years service was made 
assistant foreman but was returned 
the production job for year and 
eight months during cut-back 
operations. then was promoted 
again the position foreman when 
business picked and continued 
that capacity until the present contro- 
versy arose. With slackening busi- 
ness was again returned the bar- 
gaining unit the job which had 
previously performed and this necessi- 
tated laying off one the men that 
classification who had worked for the 
company years contrasted with 
the years employment the fore- 
man. The company felt that the con- 
tract provided for returning this em- 
ployee his old job since had more 
accumlated seniority than the employee 
who was replaced and also pointed out 
that for years this practice had been 
followed and one had ever ques- 
tioned the propriety the action. The 
union claimed that supervisor, upon 
the bargaining unit 
company action, may, first, fill any va- 
cant job the basis his seniority, 
or, second, may replace the employee 
who has the least seniority the unit 
and then once having returned the 
unit, the ex-supervisor may continue 
exercise his seniority opportunities 
present themselves. With regard 
past practice, the union stated had 
not acquiesced any such practice be- 
cause complaint had ever been reg- 
istered prior this one, even though 
the company had followed the same 
procedure this case had 
previous cases over the years. 


Just what are the rights super- 
visor being returned the bar- 
gaining unit? 


The arbitrator disposed the com-

argument concerning past prac- 
tice two grounds; first, that the con- 
tract was clear enough its face and 
should enforced the arbitrator 
regardless practice, and second, that 
although persons had been returned 
the bargaining unit the same man- 
ner followed the company this 
case, there was acquiescence this 
policy the union the union 
had never filed complaint contested 
the company action. disposed the 
merits the case ruling favor 
the union and holding that ex-members 
the bargaining unit upon their re- 
turn the unit may fill any vacant job 
for which they qualify and which 
their seniority entitles them, they 
may replace the junior employee 
their old department another de- 
partment, accordance with their ac- 
cumulated seniority. held that after 
the supervisor returned, enjoys 
accumulated seniority but being re- 
turned the unit can exercise 
rights superior those already 
the unit. 


When employee temporarily 
labor grade must capable 
performing all the duties that 
labor grade entitled the 
higher pay that labor grade? 


Here’s what happened. 


was absent and the grievant was as- 
signed his work but was not 
paid the higher rate which the 
absent employee was entitled. The 
union claimed that this was tempor- 
ary transfer for which the contract pro- 
vided employee would paid his 
own hourly rate the rate the labor 
assigned, whichever greater. The 
company took the position that the 
employee was not “transferred” within 
the meaning the contract and that 
the work actually performed was 
work which was within his own classi- 
fication and labor grade. stated that

Must the transferred employee 
qualified perform all the duties 
the job which transferred 
order receive higher pay? 


The arbitrator felt that the grievant 
was actually assigned the work ordi- 
narily performed the absent em- 
ployee and that while some parts the 
work were within the scope the 
grievant’s labor grade, other aspects 
were those which constituted part 
the reason for classifying the absent 
job the higher labor 
grade. Although the transferred em- 
ployee did not and possibly could not 
perform all the operations the 
higher labor grade, need not 
qualified order receive the higher 
pay since did perform some the 
tasks the higher labor grade. 


May the company enforce rule 
that falsification production 
work performance reports may re- 
sult discharge? 


Here’s what happened. 


The company had distributed all 
employees booklet containing plant 
rules and these rules were also posted 
the Bulletin Board and all employees 
were presumed familiar with 
them. The rules were prefaced the 
booklet statement that violation 
cause for disciplinary action the 
extent dismissal from employment. 
Among the rules was one dealing with 
falsifying assisting falsifying 
production work performance 
ports. When production problem 
was being checked and work tickets 
were being examined appeared that 
particular work apparently 
being done one shift comparison 
with that being done another 
shift. The comparative experience 
the operators the two shifts made 
this occurrence seem unreasonable. 
Consequently, the super- 
iors observed his performance without 
his knowledge certain day and 
when they examined his work tickets 
and checked his actual production, 
there was substantial discrepancy. 
This discrepancy was confirmed the 
work ticket the employee who per- 
formed the next succeeding operation. 
the following work day the em- 
ployee’s work tickets were again 
checked and his work was personally 
observed his superior and substantial 
discrepancies were again found. The 
next day was discharged for viola- 
tion company rules. The union 
denied there were any discrepancies 
between the work tickets and the work 
done and rested its proof its mere 
denial. produced affirmative evi- 
dence and made effort check the 
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count the company either before the 
discharge afterwards, although the 
production lots had been retained and 
were available for count for week 
ten days after the discharge. The union 
further claimed that other employees 
who had falsified records had not been 
discharged and that the discharge was 
discriminatory and prompted the 
service the employee active 
union steward. One other point made 
was that the employee was discharged 
without hearing and without op- 
portunity explain his side the 
charges made against him. 


Does falsification production 
records warrant discharge even 
though the employee accused 
falsification active union 
steward? 


The arbitration board recognized 
that discharge the most extreme 
penalty involved labor-management 
relations and must invoked with 
supreme care. However, agreed that 
the company proceeded with commend- 
able caution and only after considerable 
deliberation and that the evidence 
offered the company was docu- 
mented and supported the testimony 
many witnesses and that the union 
actually could offer defense. fact, 
pointed out that the union’s only de- 
fense was denial supported 
explanation the discrepancies. 
the union claim that the employee did 
not know the penalty for falsification 
work reports, the Board commented 
that all employees know that cheating 
their work tickets will severely 
disciplined. the union claim that 
the company was “out get” the em- 
ployee because was active union 
steward, the evidence fully established 
the fact falsification records and 
the company had right expect more 
loyal performance from such em- 
ployee and therefore was justified 
discharging him.

munists do. Our laws punish men only 
for what they do. 

The basic purposes our Bill 
Rights was just this: protect people 
from being punished persecuted 
penalized for their thoughts, their feel- 
ings, their words, their writings—how- 
ever unpopular these may the 
moment, and matter whose sensi- 
bilities they offend. The Founding 
Fathers wrote guarantees this kind 
freedom into the Constitution with- 
out single “if” “but.” 

But the terrible and alarming truth 
that many Americans not, ap- 
parently, know this believe 
care about it, act upon it. 


Now, conclude, want leave 
with you three questions. These were 
published the Scientific Monthly 
three years ago Prof. Frederick 
Neff, and leave you whether 
they are not even more pertinent now 
than they were then. 


Question No. the primary con- 
cern American education with 
liberty and democracy—as every rep-

The advertising was directed against 
the federal government further enter- 
ing the business generating power. 
Senator Estes Kefauver complained 
about the advertising the Internal 
Revenue Service, stating, “There 
little doubt mind that these com- 
panies have been charging the public, 
through income tax deductions, for 
their own brain-washing.” 

The significance the suit, 
course, goes far beyond the public 
utility field. Industrial Press Service 
reports: “Our federal government 
the biggest operator the world. 
collects and spends more money than 
any agency any business the 
world; the biggest employer, with 
employees now every country the 
civilized world, and the biggest debtor 
the world, owing more than all 
the other nations the world com- 
The Hoover Commission 
points out that the United States De- 
partment Defense alone owns more 
than 2,500 industrial and commercial 
establishments including tree and 
garden nurseries, steamship lines, 
railroad and manufactories clothing, 
paints, ice cream, eye glasses, cetera.

When 
people get the facts they form their 
own opinions and the largest number 
them vote favor private enter- 
prise. 


“When people get the facts 
still the weak point the public re- 
lations picture. not government 
that prevents the facts from reaching 


the public, although government may 
attempt impede the flow. 
simply that many firms still not 
understand how closely knit public 
understanding private enterprise 
the question their ultimate sur- 
vival.

THE principle pooling freight 
probably old our transporta- 
tion business. the period immedi- 
ately after World War the pooling 
freight individuals and firms 
acting middle-men between the rail- 
roads the one hand and the shippers 
the other, became more and more 
prevalent.

The freight forwarders could not 
help but feel the effect this activity. 
They entered complaint against one 
large shippers association, the Pacific 
Wholesalers, and after extended hear- 
ings before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, the principles behind sec- 
tion 402 (c) were reinforced the 
decisions the Commission. The 
Pacific Wholesalers had, however, made 
the mistake handling freight for non 
members and was ordered cease and 
desist from that practice. 

Following World War II, the num- 
ber shippers associations various 
parts the country increased signifi- 
cantly. There were good reasons for 
this. The change inventory practices 
which had come about gradually over 
the preceding years with more and 
more emphasis small inventory and 
quick turnover meant that the job- 
ber and wholesaler longer ordered 
carload lots from the supplying manu- 
facturers. Percentage 
freight rates widened the gap between 
carload and less than carload freight 
rates. general, the freight forwarders 
tied their rates closely the all rail 
LCL level except for transcontinental 
movements. 

The bona fide shippers associations 
today have most instances 
been organized industrial traffic men 
whose analyses their freight move- 
ments showed them that there was 
concentrated volume movement either 
out their territory which would 
lend itself this type consolidation 
with the resultant savings transpor- 
tation costs. The organizations are set 
non-profit corporations chartered 
under state law. Either the charter

Unemployment rose 4.5 million 
mid-January. The increase 1.1 
million was nearly double the normal 
seasonal rise for the mid-December 
mid-January period. Total unem- 
ployment was the highest since Feb- 
ruary 1950. 


Factory Earnings and Hours 


Connecticut, average weekly 
hours showed decline thru most 
1957. The down trend continued 
January 1958 hours dropped 
39.1 loss 2.4 hours from the 
high 1957. The fall off average 
hours worked highlights the slacken- 
ing demand for manufactured prod- 
ucts. 

Across the nation similar picture 
also was noted. Average weekly hours 
for January were 38.7, the lowest 
figure since May 1949, and down one 
and one half hours from the peak 
reached early 1957. 

Average weekly factory earnings 
Connecticut held high level 
during 1957. Because the reduced 
workweek, however, earnings dropped 
$83.28 January. This was $1.12 
below the December weekly average, 
and the lowest recorded since August 
1956.

ary average $81.27. 


Personal Income 


For the year 1957, personal income 
set record $343 billion, 
about above 1956. However, 
good share the rise was due 
increased prices. Despite the good 
results for the year, personal income 
has been moving down since the peak 
August. 


Consumer Spending 


Two areas strength have been 
ing the current recession. One 
construction and the other con- 
sumer spending. Thru most 1957 
consumer spending has been running 
stronger than the like periods 
year ago. This borne out 
several indicators such bank debits 
and sales ordinary life insurance. 

State sales tax revenues show the 
recent developments consumer 
spending Connecticut. 

Whereas sales taxes had been run- 
ning well ahead previous quarters 
thru the half 1957, the 3rd 
quarter showed only slight gain. 
The 4th quarter was actually under the 
same quarter 1956 $1.1 million 
percent.
